COUNTING THE MONEY. 


a BUSY SCENE IN THE FEDERAL 
- TREASURY ROOMS. 


The Accounts and Vouchers of Ten Years to ba Over- 
hau!:d—Presideot Arthar’e Southern Tour— 
The Guarding ot the Grave of the Late 
President Garfield— General News. 


Wasurneton, April 2.—The com mittee ap- 
pointed to examine the. cash in United States 
treasury, and the accounts of the late treas- 


“wrer began work after the close of business on 


Saturday by making a count of the teller’s 
eash so there peed be no interference with the 
business office. The reserve vault was also 
sealed up preparatoryto taking an inventory of 
its conten'ts,a sturned over by Mr. Gilfillan, It 
is thought that the count will occupy two or 
three weeks. There has not been a thorough 
overhauling of the treasurer's office fur ten 


years. The last full examination being 
one made during Treasurer Spinner’ 
time. When Mr. Spinner _ turn- 


ed over the office to Treasurer New, the latter 
was willing to accept the cash and accounts 
without examination, and his bondsmen also 
being willing, the secretary of the treasury 
dispensed with the examination. The same 
thing occurred when Treasurer Wyman 
succeeded New. and when Gilfillan succeeded 
Wyman, the latter as expressed his will- 
ingness to foregdS the examination on the 
present occasion, but the secretary thinks 
thai so long a time has intervened since the 
last count that one should now be made. The 
committee will be assisted in its work by a 
force of 20 to 30 clerks, detailed from offices 
other than the treaserer’s office. The count 
will be made of the old notes in the redemp- 
tion division; new notes in reserve; vault 
silver and gold; and ,bonds held in trust. 
President Upson of the committee, fas de- 
cided that the actual count must be made in 
ail cases. Packagesof notes will be opened 
and counted, as well also will be the bags of 
gold and silver coin. He will personally as- 
sume charge of the work of comparing the 


eash On hand with the treasurer's accounts 
and with the accounts of the disbursing 
officers. 


The treasurer, Mr. Wyman and the assis- 
tant treasurer, Mr. Graves, formally entered 
upon their new duties this morning. The 
examination is progressing sat.sfactorily. 
There are sixty persons, including female 
counters, engaged in this work, under the 
supervision of the general committee. The 
ditferent divisions ot the office are in charge 


of a sub committee detailed from ‘other 
branches of the treasury department. The 


count so far has shown a delicit of five cents 
in one bag of silver and an excess of six cents 
in the accounts of the interest teller. It is 
supposed that this deficiency will be ex- 
plained as the count progresses, The cash is 
being counted twice, the first time by the 
committee and again by representatives of 
the treasury. 

The debt statement issued to-day shows a 
decrease of the public debt during the month 
of Narch to be $9.344,826.26; cash in the 
treasury, $315,054,983.46; gold certificates, 
$74,069,720; silver certificates, $77,625,331; cer- 
tificates of deposit outstanding, $9,710,000; 
refunding certificates, $384,450; legal tenders 
ontstanding, $346,681,016; fractional currency 
outstanding $7,010,578 81. 


IN THE SUPREME COURT, 


The Kring Case Ordered for a New Trial—The Savans 
nah Kond Case. 

Wasuineton, April 2.—In the murder case 
of Charlies F. Kring, plaintiff in error, agains! 
the state of Missouri, the United States su- 
preme court to-day, by a major‘ty of one, re- 
versed the judgment of the supreme court of 
Missouri, ‘and remanded the case for further 
proceedings. Kring has been tried seven 
times for the same murder, and is by this de- 
cision finally released from the sentence of 
death, which has been three times imposed. 
-A decision was also rendered in the 
bond case of the mayor and aldermen of the 
city of Savannah against Eugene Kelly, which 
Was a suit to enforce the guarantee of the 
city indorsed upon aseries of bonds of the 
Savannah, Albany and Gulf railroad, issued 
in 1859. The court holds that the act of the 
state’ legislature of 1838 authorizing the 
guarantee made by thecity of Savannah upon 
the bonds of the railroad company, and that 
it constitutesa solid and subsisting liability. 
The judgment of the circuit court is there- 
fore affirmed. 

The chief justice announced to the bar 
this afternoon that the United States supreme 
court would discontinue the hearing of ar- 
pument on April 27th and would adjourn for 
the term May 7th.

Wasuincton,-April 2 --A statement having 
appeared that one of the soldiers guarding 
Garfield's grave bad gone crazy and that two 
others had been discovered drunk, Adjutant 
General Drum was interviewed about the 
matter to-day. Hesaid that he doubted the 
crezy part of the story, but that it was prob- 


-able that a couple of the guard had taken too 
much whisky He said this business 
of guarding the body . of Garfield 
was becoming tiresome.

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THE PRESIDENT’S TRIP. 


He Will Make ne Appointment for the Pesteollice 
Vacancy Unth: Alter His Keturn. 

Wasrinotos, April 2,—The ge at of the 
attorney general on the subject of the presi- 
dent's powers in regard to filling the vacancy 
in the postoflice department, is in effect that 
the president can make a temporary desig- 
nation for ven days only, but the attorney 
veneral farther holds, however, that the first 
assistant postmaster general can lawfully act 
as postmaster general for ten days without 
such designation. By this construciion of 
the law, the president is allowed twenty days 
from the date of the creation of the vacancy 
within which to make the appointment. 

The president wil! probably leave this city on 
Wednesday morning nextfor llorida and it is 
stated at the white house that no appointment 
will be made untilafter bis return. In com- 
pany with Secretary Chandler, Mr. C. R. Mil- 
ler, of New York, and bis private secretary 
Mr. Phillips, he will leave in a private car for 
Jacksonville.

‘the face of the immense stock of stamps on 
hand to make them conform to the rates of 
the new law. The safe for stamps now con- 
tains $50,000,000 worth of stamps. The face 
values of all these have been changed by the 
new law. This renders it necessary either to 
replace the stamps with a new issue or print 
the new values across their face. The ieee 
method has been adopted, and a large force 
is engaged in the work. At the same time 
at the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing the same work is going 
forward with the stock on hand there. 
At the printing bureau it is done with power 
presses. At General Raum’s office it is done 
with hand-stamps. Altogether the job is one 
of great magoitude. Itis also a task requir- 
ing great care, as each stamp, from the de- 
nominations of one cent to the highest issue 
by the government, are charged to the com- 
missoner of intermal revenue as money. 
When the taxes are abolished the stamps 
must be counted, and where the rate is re- 
duced the difference must be credited to the 
commissioner. It is easily seen that very 
slight errors in rearranging this $50,000,000 in 
stamps would throw the commissioner’s ac- 
count into a serious condition.

THE INDIAN RAIDERS. 


A Renegade Caught and Recommended tor a Place in 
the Dry Tortugas. 


Wasuincton, April 2.—Secretary Teller to- 


day received from Agent Wilcox, 
at San Carlos, Arizona, tho follow- 
ing telegram dated yesterdaay. The 
Indians at the agency were greatly excited 


last night by the reported presence of one or 
more Chiricabuas in the reservation. At3 
o’clock this morning, Lieutenant Davis, with 
100 scouts and friendly Indians, passed up 
the San Carlos river, thirteen miles to camp 
of Nadaski, the chief of the White mountain 
Indians, where they found a buck named 
Peach, who went out with Locos’s band of 
Chiricabuas, on April 19th, last. 
Nadaski and Peach were brought 
in and the former was tried and 
ordered to Camp Thomas to be placed in 
irons with a recommendation that-he be sent 
to Dry Tortugas for life for barboring rene- 
gades, thretening toburn the agency, kill the 
employees. go on the war path with the Chiri- 
cabnas and for endangering the peace of the 
reservation. Hoping to obtain information 
Peach will be held here for three or for days. 
The Indians here willsee to it that be does 
not escape. Allare quiet. The conduct of 
the Indians last night proves their loyalty.

THEY ASK FOR IIT. 


Ex-Congresemen Seeking Piaces—Their Methods of 
Applying For Office. 

Wasuineton, April 2—It is said that not 
less than 75 percent of the retiring republi- 
can members of the forty-seventh congress 
have applied to the president for appoint- 
ments of one kind and another, and their 
claims are pending. Ex-members do not go 
about this business like the general run of 
candidates for office. They do not overwhelm 
the executive with cemetery - petitions and 
formal written applications. Instead, they 
call on the president in person and urge their 
fitpess for some place they have fixed their 
eyes upon, going at him thus: 

“This position (indicating the one they 
want) is one for which I am especially fitted. 
I possess every qualification for the place, and 
I wantit. I have served my party long and 
faithfully, and it owes me that much in re- 
compense.”’ 

Congressmen are not mealy-mouthed in 
telling what they want when it is an office 
they are after. They goat it with no more 
ado or fuss than a private citizen would in en- 
tering a store to buy a paper of pins. 
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THE DYNAMITE WAR. 


Smallipex Rags Being Wistributed in England—Reports 
from Australia. 


Loxpon, April 2.—On account of the steady 
stream of letters contai@ing threats of death 
and destruction of buildings, which continue 
to be received by prominent persons and 


government functiomaries, the previous 
precautions against the execution 
of these threats are not remitted, 
but new ones are also being 


devised and carried out. This is particularly 
the case in London. The gas works are care 
fully guarded against surprise, and none but 
known and trusted hands are allowed on the 
premises. Mr. Parnell has received from 
William Redmond, who has gone to Australia 
to organize the land leaguers in that country, 
reports that he has been successful beyond 
ali expectation. The war office has taken the 
question of explosives in hand with vigor and 
agetermination. Among other measures 
taken for the purpose of thwarting the dyna- 
mite workers, ithas ordered that experiments 
be undertaken with a view to preparing an 
analysis of the various forms and component 
parts of all substances that are capable of 
being employed as explosives. The result 
of their work will be given to the po- 
lice, and itis believed the ingenuity of the 
men who are now engaged in. manufacture 
and use these diabolical contrivances will be 
thwarted by this means. Three constables 
from Balla, Ireland, have gone to America in 
quest of Hynes and Fahey, suspected of 
having murdered Feerick in June,1880. The 
St. James Gazette publishes an anonymous 
letter, which has come into possession of one 
of its editors, and winch asserts that the 
Eenians dre engaged in sending packages 
containing linen infected with smallpox 
to persons who are obnoxious 
to the Irish national party. The 
government bonded warehouse, situated on 
Springer street, was entered yesterday by un 
known parties aud a number of casks of 
spirits were opened and their contents spilled 
about the place. Itis supposed this was done 
with incendiary intent, but as no fire re- 
sulted the damage was only about £1,000. 


PARNELL AND GLADSTONE. 


The Irish Leader Asserts That Overtures Were Made 
to Him in Kilmainham Prison. 

Loxpvon, April2.—In the house of comnfons 
this afternoon. Mr. Parnell said the report of 
an interview with Mr. O’Kelley and himsetf 
printed in the French papers, was substan- 
tially accurate. The interesting point olf 
this statement is that the interview quotes 
these gentlemen as saying that the Bri.ish 
government look to initiative in regard to 
the matter of the Kilmarnham treaty, and 
that they first made overtures to Mr. Parnell, 
while be was in jail They are also reported as 
saying that the statement by Lord Carlingford 
to the effect that Mr. Parneil himself made 
the first overtures was inaccurate and untrue. 
Mr. Gladstone arose at the conclusion of Mr. 
Parnell’s avowa!, and indorsed the correct- 
ness of Lord Carlingford’s statement. He, 
however, reiterated his refusal to appointa 
committee of inquiry into the matter,

A Sensation Develops in Mrs. Langtry’s Company by 
the Fiight of the Lady's F: male Chaperone 
with a Tvronto Admirer—The Lily's Re- 
fusal to Give up the Trunks, Bite. 


LOCHESTER, April 2.—There has been an 
appendix added the Langtry scandal which 
will probably be a greater surprise to society 
than the indiscretions of the Jersey Lily 
which have been the food for so much gossip 
forsolongatime. This time, howevev, the 
central figure is not Mrs. Langtry, but Miss 
Agues Langtry, the chaperone and sister-in- 
Jaw of the actress, who was called to this coun- 
try by the Lily to take the place of traveling 
companion made vacant by the sudden de- 
parture of Mrs. Labouchere, whose quarrel 
with Mrs. Langtry for accepting attentions of 
young New Yorkers is weli remembered. 
Miss Agnes is said to be the sister of Mr. Jer- 
sey Lily Langtry, and has hitherto enjoyed 
the intimate friendship of the wife. She is 
more than a few years her senior, is moder- 
ately good looking and is very sedate 
and dignified in her manners. Since joining 
the company several months ago she has 
been an almost constant associate with Mrs. 
Langtry and Mr. Gebhard in their walks and 
drives and her presence has done much to 
check the talk which was created over Geb- 
hard’s devoted attentions. Those ith posi- 
tion to speak advisedly declare that there 
have been no quarrels between the Lily and 
her sister-in-law and their friendship has 
seemec te be of the most cordialand mutual 
nature. Two weeks ago yesterday, on Sun- 
day, March 18th, the company were on their 
way into Canada, and they stopvped at 
Niagara Falls for the day. With the 
party was a young man from 
Toronto, who had been introduced to Miss 
Agnes a few days before and whoseattentions 
to her, it is said, had been almost as marked 
as were those of Mr. Gerhard’s to the beauty.

ers. Mme. Nilsson was accompanied to this 
city by Mrs. R. O. Doremus and Miss 
Doremus, and with those ladies and Mrs. 
Haynesworth, the president's sister, the pres- 
ident on Iriday night dined in the elegant 
private dining room at the white house. In 
honor of the occasion the whole house blazed 
with light, and the conservatory furnished 
quantities of superb flowers to decorate the 
different rooms. Afterward the President 
escorted Mme, Nilsson through the east room, 
the red and blue rooms, showing her the im- 
provements made in the house, and finally 
to the green parlor, where a com- 
pany, including’ Secretary, Mrs. and 
the Misses l‘relinghuysen, Secretary 
and Mrs. Chandler, Attorney-General and 
Mrs. Brewster, Senator and Mrs. Cameron.

After they had been presented 
to Mme. Nilsson and the president had"open- 
ed the piano and invited Mme.

POISONED WITH ARSENIC. 


Kare Oarville’s Adventure—An 014 Man Murdered In 
Hampton, Virginia. 

RicuMoxp, April 2.—An autopsy in the 
Monroe poisoning at Lynchburg reveals the 
fact that Warren Monroe and his mother were 
ppleones with arsenic. Later intelligence 
rom Brookneal represents that suspicion at- 
taches toa bound boy about fourteen years 
old, who desired to be released from the con- 
tract, and being refused, it is thought may 
have resorted to$poison to effect his release. 
Young Monroe before dying is said to have 
charged the crime on afemale mentioned in 
previous dispatch, but she professed her 
innocence, A brutal ‘murder Oc- 
curred about eleven o'clock Satur- 
day in the barroom of the Barnes hotol at 
Hampton, Va. It appears that Thomas Phil 
lips 4 quiet and inoffensive citizen was pass- 
sing the hotel on his way home when he was 
met by an old acquaintance named P. Joyce, 
who invited himto take a drink. Phillips 
refused to drink but accepted a cigar, and 
while standing at the counter of the bar, 
Joyce without any provocation whatever de- 
liberately shot him through the heart. After 
shooting him Joyce placed the pistol in Phil- 
lip’s pocket and fled. He was arrested later 
and lodged in jail. Joyce is employed as a 
clerk at the National Soldiers’ home. Phillips 
leaves a wife and four children. Fears were 
entertained yesterday morning that Joyce 
would be taken from the jail and lynched. 
An extra guard was placed on duty at the 
jail last night. 

Lewiston, Me., April 2.—Ezra Carville, a 
wealthy man living three miles trom this 
city, was called to his door last night by a 
ee on the pretense of wanting help to 
fix a broken sleigh. Mr. Carville quietly put 
a coeked revolver into h's pocket and fol- 
lowed the man, who sakdeate turned and 
presented a pistol and demanded Carville’s 
surrender. Mr. Carville immediately fired at 
the man’s breast, when the stranger doubled 
himself up and groaned, and theu scrambled 
into asleigh and drove rapidly toward the 
city, since which time he has not been seen.

THE DIAMOND MINE. 


Narrow Facape from Death ofa Party of Searchers— 
The Remains of the Victims. 

CuicaGco, April 2.—The Diamond mine was 
the scene of excitement today.

the general manager, gives many interesting de- 
tails as to the condition of the road and ef the 
amount and character of its business, The earn- 
ines of the road in 182 amounted to $1,313,820 61 
as against $1,245.256.64 in 1881. Its expenses 
amounted to $812,630.53 in 1882 as against $744,- 
$3516. The total number of tons of freight trans 
ported in was 844,131 as against 361.659 
tons in 1881. The revenue from westward freights 
in JSS amounted to $480,876.07 and from eastward 
freights $901,779.40. The revenue derived from 
fright shipped from Charleston to Augusta and be- 
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yond emounted to $122,446.14: from Charleston to 
Columbia and beyond. $111,828.15; from Charleston 
stations. $185,686.28, and to local stations 
stations, $60,320.50. The revenue 
freight shipped Char- 
eston Augusta and beyond 
emounted to $125,167 87: to Charleston from Co- 
lumbia and bevond, $106,704 #8: to Charleston 
f-om local stations, $219,323 29, and to local stations 
from local stations, $50,583 66. It will be seen that 
more than half of the revenue of the road from 
the transportation of freight was derived from pure- 
iy local sources. During the year the receipts of 
the ieading articles of trade at Charleston by 
this road were «as follows: Cotton, 268,261 
aies; flour, 421 barrels; grain, 189,652 
byshels: naval stores, 99.281 barrels: live stock, 10,- 
1) head: domestics. 33°915 bales. The movement 
of fertilizers from 1872 to 1882, including both years, 
isgivenin the report. During this period the lar- 
gest number of tons transported was €4,249 tons in 
1881, and the smallest, 31.233 tons in 1874. In 1882 
the movement of fertilizers amounted to 61,685 
tons. It is worthy of mention that 
while there was a decrease of 20,503 tons in 
the amount of freight carried there was an increase 
iy revenue derived from the tranpsportatson of 
freight of $83,'25.39. The decrease of tonnage Was 
in “through cotton, flourand grain, which is neces- 
sarily carried at very low rates, while there was a 
considerable increase in the freight which com- 
mandsa higherrate. The decrease in ‘“‘through”’ 
freight, while in part the result of the short erop 
of 1881-82, is also in part attributed to 
the inferior terminal facilities which the 
road had at Charleston as compared with compe- 
ting ports, and the scarcity at times of ocean trans- 
portation, and also to the increase of competition 
during the year both by the construction of new 
roads and by the purchase of roads already built. 
The decrease in ferttlizers occurred in the early — 
of the year, and was wholly the result of the short 
cotton crop of that season.
